Good evidence of intelJgience is. of 


course, leadership. Nowadays there 
«ire a number of mental tests which 
determine the amount of intelligence. 


Prom these tests cornes the phrase 


J. Q., ojnintellecetnal quotient. This is 
obtained by dividing the mental age 
in years- or months by the actual age, 
if the individual is under 16 years old. 
An intelligence quotient of 70 or less 
is generally considered to be u .sign of 
some mental defect. 


In taking care of mentally defective 


children, it is customary to teach them 
to the limit of their mental equipment. 
For some children, care in an institu- 
tion is absolutely necessary. Others, 
with more serious disorders, must be 
confined permanently. 


Training, usually begins with forma- 


tion of routine body habits, practice in 
recogn zing names and people, then 
discipline, such as marching to the 


rhythm of the drum, and similar prac- 
tices. 


With some, the most that can be 


taught is to train them so that they 
will rest when it is time to rest. Oth- 
ers will learn simple exercises, such a. 
cutting with scissors arid plain sewing

themselves from danger and to avoic

other 
people. 
Imbecile 


may reach the second or third grade 
in school, and morons may get as high 
as the sixth grade. 


Industrially, even imbeciles may to 


taught to use a hammer and nails 
Girls able to reach kindergarten Icve 
can bo taught to sew. Most important 
however, for all of these children, i 
iociyl training. This they learn bj 
playing games and even by trying 
dramatics.

oping the feeble-minded child is the 
selection of the proper school or place 
for this training. Often the greatest 
trouble lies in the environment.

Safety Legislation 


Wilh the exception of mining safely 


laws, McKinley said the first stop in 
the direction ul safety legislation wa.s 
taken the past year with enactment 
of a measure providing that employers 
furnish safely devices und safe-guards, 
doing everything reasonably neces- 
sary to protect life, health, safety and 
welfare of employes. 
The act also 


provides for safety in public build- 
ings or places of public assembly. De- 
purlinenl inspectors visilcd 200 plants 
during the year, making recommenda- 
tions about safe conditions in 8G9 in- 
stances. 


McKinley said it was believed ad- 


ditional safety to coal miners would 
result from action of legislature in 
giving the governor authority lo ap- 
point an inspector of coal mines. This 
previously was done by the stale min- 
ing board. Thu commissioner said it 
was contended tliat Ihe influence of 
the board was such as to have effect 
upon the efficient discharge of the 
duties of the mine inspector. Another 
piece of legislation to aid miners was 
one providing that any one entering 
into Ihe coal mining business file a 
bond with the county judge to guar- 
antee wages of the miners.
